~ THE GALE AT SHANGHAI, 
(W.-C. Daily News, July 18.) 

The heaviest gale that has :been experi- 
enced here since the 2nd Jtly, 1876, when 
the British Consular Hagstaff waa ‘blown 
down and the- Police Halle sunk, raged 
throughout the whole of Friday.night and 
Saturday morning. The weather had been 
very unsettled during the week, and on 
Tharsday wnd Friday a falling barometer 
indicated thot a storm was approaching. 
On Friday there were stiff breezes at inter- 
vals with heavy showers of rain, but it was 
not until: between seven and eight o’cluck 
in the evening that the storm burst,. and 
then it raged for fully twelve hours with 
but little intermission. Tho wind waa first 
from the E.; then it veeréd’to E.S.E.; and 
finally to the S. - The lowest reading, of the 
barometer We have heard of was on board 
one of the steamers at the Hongkew Wharf, 
where it registered 28,90, This, wo be- 
lieve, was an exceptionally low reading as 
we havé not heard of anuther where it was 
-lower than 29,9,- The steamers in. the 
iver got up stean, and the sailing vessele 
Tengthened their mourings, and so far as 
these larger vessels aro concerned little or 
uo dainage was done, but the damage to 
cargo-bonts, sximpans and small craft in 
general, must have been considerable, ‘as 
the foreshore of :the-Bund amply showed 
at an-early hour on Saturday morning. 
The-losg of life amongst natives, ospecially 
amongst the junks anchored: opposite the 
city, is thought to have been- large, as 
several bodies have been seen floating down 
the river. The Bund presented a pitiable 
sight, trees here. and thete having been 
blown down, while there was scarcely one 
that had not been more or less damaged.
